Someone who has delved into 
census figures discloses an inter- 
esting condition so far as the 
growth of Southern California is 
concerned. If congress were to! 
apportion members of congress 
as provided and directed Ly the| 
constitution California would show 
the greatest growth of any of the | 
states. It is not likely that there 
will be any apportionment till af- | 
ter the 1930 census, but when such 
step is taken by congress this 
state will show to the country 
that it is in a class by itself when 
compared with others in the in- 
crease of population. 

And there must be a reason. | 
Michigan, whose population has 
been increased by the rapid de- 
velopment of the automobile in- 
dustry and its attraction of hun- 
dreds of thousand of industrial 
workers will have an increase of 
only four congressmen, whereas 
California’s gain will be six, In 
other words, Michigan shows an 
increase of only two thirds as 
much as this state. 


Another thing, nearly all of 
California’s growth has been in 
the southern part of the state.

Ramona Pageant In 
Preparation Stage 


The Ramona Pageant, outdoor 
spectacle sponsored by the Hemet- 
San Jacinto Chamber of Com- 
merce for the last five years as 
a community enterprise glorify- 
ing early Southern California his- 
tory, has grown to such propor- 
tions as to necessitate a separate 
organization, the Ramona Pa- 
geant association, according to an- 
nouncement. 


Formation of an independent as- 
sociation to produce the pageant 
is revealed with the launching of 
plans for the sixth annual pre- 
sentation in the Ramona bowl 
near Hemet early this spring. 
Definite dates are not yet de- 
termined. 

The Ramona Pageant associa- 
tion which will continue the pa- 
geant as a community affair, will 
be headed by Edward Poorman, 
as president and general manager. 
Poorman, who managed last year’s 
presentation, and who has been 
active in upbuilding the enter- 
prise since its inception appearing 
in a principal role since the first 
performance, has been induced to 
return from Los Angeles to head 
the association. 


The spectacular outdoor play 
was launched by an enterprising 
group of citizens who wished to 
preserve the history and romance 
of the Ramona country in 1923. 
The first performance, staged in 
a natural pocket of a canyon near 
the Hemet city limits without 
seats or other conveniences, drew 
3,000 persons. In 1924 the pa- 
geant attracted 4,500, and since, 
the fame of the play has spread

Appliances Being Used 
By Auto Makers 





The adoption 
as standard windshield equipment 
for the new Ford cars is the iat- 
est evidence of the service of Un- 
derwriters’ Laboratories to the 
automobile industry. Various types 
of non-shatterable glass have deen 
tested by the laboratories during 

4 recent years, and its adoption for 
windshields and windows of motor 
cars is a distinct advance in the 
direction of safety. 

The Underwriters’ Laboratories 
has been busy during the past year 
in automotive work. No fewer 
than forty-six types of passenger 
cars are now on the laboratories’ 
list, which means that those cars 
are constantly reviewed in their 
entirety from the point of view 
of fire hazard. Individual parts 
and accessories are also. tested 
separately for any possible haz- 
ard of fire, accident and theft. In- 
surance recognition was extended 
during 1926 to trucks and com- 
mercial vehicles, and during the 
past year eight cars of this type 
have been listed and a ninth is 
now under investigation. 


Two new types of automobile 
lifts have been submitted to ‘the 
jaboratories during the year, rep- 
resenting a new development in 
service station equipment. These 
lifts are designed to do away with 
the ordinary greasing rack. By 
their use, the car is supported firm- 
ly on a movable floor and raised to 
any desired height to give free 
access to its under parts. One of 
these lifts is actuated pneumatical- 
ly and the other is of a motor- 
driven mechanical type. 

During 1926 the responsibility 
for the use of locks was shifted 
from the car owner to the car 
manufacturer. So many insured 
cars were lost due to the failure of 
owners to use the locks with which 
they were equipped that recogni- 
tion of automobile locks by insur- 
ance companies was withdrawn, be- 
ginning Jan. 1, 1927. This brought 
about further experimentation with 
the so-called coincidental lock, so 
designed that it is necessary to 
place the lock mechanism in the 
locked or theft-resisting position in 
order to break the ignition circuit. 
The purpose of this lock is to force 
the car owned to lock his car auto- 
matically, as the breaking of the 
ignition circuit, thereby stopping 
the motor, is subconscious with the 
average driver. 

During the past year eleven 
makes of automobiles have been 
furnished with locks coming with- 
in this classification, one with a 
semi-coincidental lock and twenty- 
eight with the Group II lock. This 
last device in 


automobile ignition switch, or 
which have not yet been tested un- 
der the full coincidental lock stand- 
ard.

Several new theft detection sys- 
tems have been tested and listed, 
and their use will no doubt result 
in a considerable lowering in the 
number of cars stolen among those 
using such marking as standard 
equipment. 

Tests of automobile bumpers 
have continued steadily through- 
out the year, and many new types 
have been submitted by manufac- 
turers and added to the labora- 
tories’ list. A series of special tests 
has been made for the 


of added requirements in the bump- 
er standard. The laboratories in- 
stalled more than a year ago 4 
Brinell hardness-testing machine, 
standard type, which is used in 
preparing additional items in their 
counter-check procedure to deter- 
mine the uniformity of heat treat- 
ment of bumper bars, and espec- 
ially of the spring steel fittings 
used to attach the bars to the car 
frame. 

Routine work has continued 
without any particular variations 
on many accessories, including gas- 
oline gauges, filters, fuel pumps, 
low-tension. wire, battery conduct- 
ors and cable, carburetors, exhaust 
heaters and mufflers. 

In the latest investigation of 
complete cars from the fire haz- 
ard standpoint, complete coopera- 
tion of the automotive industry has 
been accorded in the development 
of improvements in construction.

you can give me about the 
proper treatment of peaches 
and blackberries at this time 
of year will be much apprec- 
iated, with especial reference 
to spraying.—Mrs. J. G. 

Answer: Give both berries and 
peaches a lime-sulphur spray after 
pruning. Delay the peach spray 
until just before the buds break, 
covering thoroughly with the li- 
quid. This is a preventative treat- 
ment for peach curl-leaf, a fungus 
that begins to work on the buds 
as they are opening, later causing 
the leaves to “french” or curl and 
dropping the young fruit. 

Spray wolackberries with the 
lime-sulphur also, timing the ap- 
plication when the new leaf buds 
are swelling. This is the first spray 
for the mites that are responsible 
for ‘“red-berry” trouble. When the 
bushes are in blossom another 
spray must be used, this time wet- 
table sulphur at the rate of one 
pound to 20 gallons of water, cov- 
ering the blossoms with it. Inas- 


tinuously over a considerable per- 
iod, this spray should be repeated 
two or three times at 10-day inter- 
vals. 

Lime-sulphur solution comes al- 
ready prepared, needing only to 
be diluted with water for use. 
Wettable sulphur is sold by seed 
stores under that name or under 
that of soluble sulphur. It is sul- 
phur which has been treated with 
some material to cause it to mix 
readily with water.

ination of brakes, in a bulletin 
issued by Frank G. Snook, chief 
of the Division of Motor Vehi- 
cles. 


Within a few weeks, said the 
bulletin, many additional cars will 
be on the streets and highways, 
causing congestion and making it 
imperative that brakes be in good 
Drivers contemplating 
mountain trips were urged par- 
ticularly to inspect this import- 
ant feature of their cars and have 
them adjusted if necessary. 


“Brakes that do not hold or 
brakes not equalized are worse 
than none at all,” said Snook’s 
bulletin. “They give a false sense 
of security on a clear road but 
fail when they are most needed. 

“Fortunately, practically all the 
newer models of cars are equip- 
ped with four-wheel brakes, a de- 
vice which offers the maximum of 
safety if properly equalized. If 
poorly equalized, however, their 
safety value is lost. Hence they 
should be carefully inspected by 
an expert at regular intervals. 


“If your two-wheel. srakes can- 
not stop your car within 58 feet 
at 25 miles an hour or if your 
four-wheel brakes cannot stop it 
in 34.7 feet at the same speed, 
lose no time in inspecting them 
and relining them if necessary. 

“Try your brakes out frequent- 
ly on some lonely stretch of road 
where there is no interference. 
Measure off the distance and see 
what they will do. Don't wait 
until an emergency arises before 
finding out what they will do.” 

The motor vehicle chief says 
instructions would be given short- 
ly to traffic officers to make 
tests of brakes at points through- 
out the state and that persons 
caught with unsafe brakes would 
be required to have them adjust- 
ed immediately. 

The following were announced 
as the proper distances in which 
properly maintained and equaliz- 
ed brakes should stop a car in a 
given distance:
